are correct
In the determination of these questions we

' are to look to the intention of the Conven-
tion. To arrive at that intention, all sections
of thev (.'ofMtftution relating to the subject
mutt be construed together. It will not do
to take an iwdnted section as conclusive of
the truth of either the affirmative or negative.
Fee Coolcy on CodkL Llm., pp. 54, 65 and 58.

The committee, after quoting the sections of
the Constitution and ordinances, in their
opinion bearing upon the questions, with-
out any regard to the order in which they
come, or their applicability to one or the
other proposition, inform us, first : that "the
first annual session of the Fifteenth Legisla-
ture, had It not been for the interference of
the Convention, would have been held in
January, 187tt," and that they infer from the
ordinance submitting the Constitution tea
rote of the people, that the framers of the
Constitution had two objects in view in pro-
viding Ut a nsion of the Lcirislature to le
beld in April, 1870; first, to provide for the
loss of the first annual session of the Fifteenth
Legislature, which would hnvc been held but
for their act, and to provide for any hiatus in
legislation which might result therefrom; and
secondly, to secure speedy measures for the
adjustment of legislation to the requirements
of tbe new Constitution."

I apprehend that the two reasons given by
the committee, together with others of equal
potency, such as the necessity of providing
by legislative action for meeting the obliga-
tions of the State falling due before the close
of the fiscal year, ieer reasons operating in

- determining the Convention to fix the time
for tho assembling of the Fifteenth Legisla-
ture as early as April, but what has that to
do with the question as to whether this is the
biennial session of the Fifteenth Legislature ?
The Convention bad postponed the election,
and the assembling of the Legislature, and
in providing for the assembling of the
biennial session of the Fifteenth Legislature
it was Just as competent for that body to
provide that the session should begin in April
as to provide that it should be held In Jan-
uary, 1877, or at any other time. The fact that
the session was assembled prior to November,
187(5, at which time the term of otlice of all
officers and members of the Legislature
technically date from, is no evidence that this
was intended as a special session.

The intention of tho Convention was evi-
dently nothing more than to fix a definite and
convenient time In the year at which elections
shall hereafter be held; and in order to put
the new system to work and save the expense
of another election in November, 1870, it was
necessary tnat tne first oltlcers elected should
hold longer than two years; in other words
they should hold from the date of their elec-
tion and qualification until their successors
are elected in November, 1878. While they,
as a matter of fact, hold from April, they are
declared by fiction of law, for the purpose of
regularity, as above stuteil, to hold from No-
vember, 1870. They perforin all the func-
tions and enjoy all the emoluments of their
offices just the same now as they will after No- -

, vember, 1870. The members of the Fifteenth
Legislature are endowed with all the power
and privileges that they will have after No-
vember, 1870, and the argument of the com-
mittee that " to perform their duties as if
elected in November they must meet after No-
vember," attaches an undue weight and im-

portance to the fiction of law by which it is
proposed to establish a regular and convenient
time for holding election. If tbe argument
is worth anything, by following it out to le-

gitimate conclusions wo must hold that the
functions of every officer in the State, elected
at the February election, are suspended until
after November, the time from which his
term of office technically begins. The argu-
ment of the committee in elaborating the
idea above quoted, leads us inevitably to this
ridiculous conclusion. Tho committee say
"their (this Legislature's) presence at the capi- -

tal now, as legislators, we regard as resulting
from the exercise of a power of the people,
through the Convention, calling them, not
to a biennial session, for that contradicts the

''fact, but in extraordinary session to supdIv
the failure of the last annual session, and to
provide all necessary legislation under the
now order of tilings." Now, if it takes this
extraordinary exercise of the residuary or
revolutionary power of the people, to enable
members of the Fifteenth Legislature to as-
semble, "as legislators," prior to November,
1870, will the gentlemen of the committee in-

form us how it is that every other officer of
this State is quietly discharging the duties of
his office, wiihmit the exercise of this sov-
ereign power In his case? Surely, if the
argument applies to one officer of the State it
must apply with equal force to all.

In this connection the committee are par-
ticular to inform us that when they use the
term "extraordinary session" they "do not
mean 'extra, 'called,' or 'special' session,
as those terms are used in laws and constitu-
tions, and as commonly understood." They
simply mean that Uie session is extraordinary
because it it extraordinary. Now, if the
session la not an "extra," "called" or "spe--

lul " session, as those terms are interpreted
by law, 1 submit that it can be nothing else
than a regular session. In determining the
question as to whether this is a regular ses-

sion, or rather thd biennial session of the Fif-
teenth Legislature, the intention of the Con-
vention which fixed the time of its meeting,
and the circumstances attonding its assem-
bling must be looked to." We see from tha
Journals of the Convention that on the thir-
teenth day of the session the Committee on
the "Legislative Department" made their re-

port, which was afterwards substantially
adopted by the Convention as Article 3. Sec-
tion S of this article (the section so confidently
relied on in the report under discussion), as it
came from tho committee, read as follows :

"The legislature shall meet every two years
at such times as may be prescribed by law,
and at other time when convened bv the
Governor. Thefiret eto uiulrr (Am Voniti-tnt- i

thitU etmttnd on the tfujf of,1870." Now will" it be contended that this
first session here nien'.louml, which was to be
held in 1870, was intended to Ik? a rprrtttf, or
as has It an "extraordinary"
session r The time for the regular meeting
ol the Legislature was being fixed, the new
system of biennial sessions is here first an-

nounced, and In the same section it is said
Umt tho "first session under this Constitution"
(meaning clearlv the first regular and biennial
session) should "be held in 157(J.

first session might bold beyond the usual time.
Surely, if they had intended Ihe firet session
of this Legislature to be a epcrial semion, and
contemplated the holding of a regular session
in 177, the unusual time of ninety days
would net have been given. The Convention,
in its determination to put an arbitrary limit
on sessions of the Legislature and to cut ofl
the hvavy expense of freqiuot and protracted
sessions, certainly could cot have intended to
authorize the holding of two lengthy sessions,
one of ninety and the other ot sixty days,
within less than one year after the a'doption
of the new Constitution. This is what is
proposed to be done by the report of the com-
mittee now under consideration.

Again, In section 0 of article 8. we have ihe
clearest nnd mort positive declaration that the
Convention regarded this session as the regu-
lar biennial session of the Fifteenth Legisla-
ture, Section 6 declares that " no appropria-
tion of money shall te made ft r a lonirer
term than two years, except hy u,e first legis-
lature to Bumble under this Conaiituikm,
which may make the necessary appropriations
to carry on the government until the assem-
blage of the Sixteenth Legislature." Now, it
is contended in this report under considera-
tion that this clause is only jrmitudt, and
cannot be held to qualify the otherwise posi-
tive maudate of section 5, article 3, requiring
the Legislature to meet every two years. If,
then, it can be demonstrated that section C of
article 8 is mandatory, ami iinpnswx the im-
perative duty on thin Legiclature to make ap-
propriations lo run the government until the
meeting of the Sixteenth Legislature, the
whole argument of the committee must fall.
I hold, then, that the word " nuiy," in the con-
nection in which it is u-- l in section 6, means
"ehall," and instead of being jHTmissive is
mandatory, liy reference to the authorities
this view is clearly correct. Sir. Bouvier, in
his law dictionary, says that "the words 'shall'
and 'may,' in general acts of the legislature,
are to be construed imperatively." That is,
that in general acts, the two words mean the
same and are mandatory. Mr. liurrill, in his
law dictionary, in detiuiug the word " may,"
says : " ' May ' is to be construed ' must ' in
all case where the legislature means to im-
pose a positive duty, and not merely to give a
discretionary power." Inference made to
1 Peters' Reports, and to 3 Hill (N. Y.) Re-
ports. Again, he says, to make the matter
plainer, " the word ' may,' in a statute, means
'must' or 'shall ' when the public interests or
rights are concerned, or the public or third
person have a claim, de jure, that the power
shall be exercised." Inference is made to 1

Kent, page 407, note, etc, .

No principle is clearer or better settled than
this. The appropriation of money to carry
on the government is a public act an act in
which the whole people of the State are in-

terested. The power given is one which all
the people have a right to demand shall be ex-
ercised, and therefore cannot be considered lis
discretionary with the Legislature. The
Legislature cannot rightfully refuse to make
the appropriations, and if it should, it would
be sufficient reason for the Governor to imme-
diately call an extra session to have the ap-
propriations made.

We can find material assistance in giving
a proper construction to the word ' may ' in
this section by reference to other parts of the
Constitution where it is used. Dozens of ex-
amples are in point, but I will call atten-
tion to only two. bection 48 of article it de-
clares that " ihe legislature shall not have the
right to levy Uxes or impose burdens upon
tho people, except to raise revenue sufficient
for the economical administration of the
government, in which may be included the
following purposes :" Then follows an enu-
meration of everything of importance to the
carrying on and sustaining the government,
etc. Will gentlemen contend that the word
" may" in that connection confers merely a
permissive power, and thut the Legislature
could, in the exercise of its discretion, refuse
to levy taxes and mnke provision lor these
demands ? See to what a ridiculous condi-
tion such a construction of this word " may "
would lead us. What does it mean, then, in
this connection f It means that in raising
revenue to carry on the government these
things enumerated in section 48 "shall," not
"muy," be included. , .

Again, In section 5 of article 3, the very
section upon which the committee base their
argument, it is said that " the legislature shall
meet every two years at such time as may be
provided by law." Will gentlemen contend
that the Legislature, under this clause, has
discretionary power to fix the times of meeting,
or not, as they may choose, or will they not
agree that this is an imperative duly imposed
upon them lo fix the times for the meetiug of
succeeding legislatures 1

These examples, taken from the same Con-
stitution we are now attempting to construe,
are sufficient to show beyond all question that,
when in section 0 of article H it is said that
the first legislature to assemble under the new
Constitution "wy make appropriations to
run the government until the assembling of
the Sixteenth Legislature," it is meant that
this Legislature JutU make such appropria-
tions. , If, then, this Legislature is required
to make appropriations to run the gov-
ernment until the meeting of the Six-
teenth Legislature, it will hardly be d

that another session of the Fifteenth
was contemplated, nor will it bo denied that
this is the regular biennial session of the Fif
to 'nth Legislature.

JJy reference to the journals of the Con
vention it will be sceu that this clause, re
quiring appropriations to be made by this
Legislature for a longer period than two years,
was tacked on by amendment after the svstem
of biennial sessions had been adopted, and
after it bad been determined that the first
session of the Fifteenth Legislature should be
neiu more man tw years before the time at
which the Sixteenth would assemble, showing
clearly that the limendnianl was made to meet
what the Convention saw to be un emergency.
